Proposed Measure Creates Seventy- 


two Cities, Those Under 5,000 Re- 


maining In Village Class. 


Columbus. Ohio, Oct. 20.—The mu- 


nicipal code bill, as amended by the 
conference committee, will be. ready 
for flnal action by tho legislature to- 
morrow. 
It Is expected it will be 


passed In its present shape. 


The code places the line of demar- 


cation between cities and villages at 
5,000, population to be determined by 
tho federal census. This places sev- 
enty-two municipalities In the classifi- 
cation of cities. 


The elective officers for cities will 


be mayor, president of council, mem- 
bers of board of public service, audi- 
tor, treasurer, solicitor and council- 
men. 
All will he elected for terms 


of two years

Rely on Orders 
The general has his plan of cam- 


paign. 
The soldier doesn't always 


understand It but It Is his business to 
obey, even tnough mistaken 
orders 


sometimes result In disaster. 
The Christian soldier's orders 
are 


always right and If he follows them he 
Is sure to win. 
The secret of 
the 


ability to command lies In obedience. 
Uefore one can command others 
he 


must learn to obey; before he control 
otner men he must control himself; be- 
fore he can conquer others he must 
conquer himself. 
Jesus Christ him- 


self was subject' to this law, his obed- 
ience to earthly parents and to death 
being required of him.

No country ever treated its soldiers 
with a tithe of the generosity which 
America has shown. 
It Is surpassed 


only by the generosity of the Kingdom 
of God.

Illch simp—Plum Jam. 


Teaches Preserved In Their Own 


Julep.—Wash the fruit thoroughly be- 
fore it Is pared, then put the parings In 
a pom-lull' kettle, adding a quart and 
u half of Cater to every four pounds 
of parings. Set on the tire and allow 
it to cook to a mush; naanwhlle have 
the fruit steamed till tender. 
Put 


the fruit in hot Jars and cover. Strain 
the Juice from the fruit parings In 
a jelly bag and boll It up with one 
pint of sugar to tine quart of Juice. 
Pour It boiling over the peaches and 
seal. 
If one desires a little sharper 


flavor than Is afforded by the fruit 
alone, add one lemon, rind anil Juice, 
to one quart of the peach Juice. If pre- 
ferred, a small bit of green ginger root 
may be used Instead of the lemon. 


Whole Peaehei In a Uleh Sirup.— 


Pare tho peaches carefully and put 
equal weights of fruit and sugar In 
layers In a deep porcelain kettle. Add 
one pint of water to four pounds of the 
fruit. 
Let It cook slowly until the 


peaches are tender, then lift them care- 
fully on n slltted wooden spoon and 
lay on platters. -,Set In the sun, cov- 
ering with a wire netting to keep off 
tiles. 
Iloll the sirup till thick and 


clear, .then put In the peaches again 
and cook for a minute or two. 
Put 


Into cans and seal. If you wish a de- 
licious ilavor, add a dozen blanched 
peach kernels before cooking the fruit. 


Plum or Apricot Jam.—Choose tine 


perfect fruit for Jam and break the 
skins slightly before putting over the 
lire. It needs no water, and the sugar 
Is not to be added until It grows pulpy. 
Lift out the pits, smash with a ham 
mer and add the kernels to the Jam. 
To each pound of pulp add one pound 
of sugar and simmer gently for an 
hour, when It Miould be ready to put 
In tumblers.—Good Housekeeping.
